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27TH ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF DECORATORS 


The American Institute of Decorators has come a long way in its 27 years. 
No doubt its greatest contribution over the years has been the establishment of 
the interior decorator as a professional. It was inevitable that during these years 
that the term interior designer should replace the title interior decorator as a term 
more adequately describing the profession and its function. The dictionary of 
Occupational Titles published by the Department of Labor has now substituted 
the nomenclature Interior Designer for that of Interior Decorator. 

‘The growth of the American Institute of Decorators has by no means been 
accidental. Its success has been due to the work of dedicated peoples within the 
profession itself and the trades supporting the profession. Both members of the 
profession and the trades united with a common thought in mind, that of raising 
the standards of the interior decorator to a professional level. There wasn’t 
anything altruistic about this combined effort. The motive on both sides was 
economic. The interior decorator needed the trades and the trades needed the 
interior decorators. Achieving professional recognition meant growing acceptance 
by the American public for the practitioner in the field. This growing acceptance 
meant an expanding market for the trades. 

The first issue of this magazine, April 1932, carried the advertising of four 
firms. The April 1958 issue carried the advertising of three hundred and four firms. 
These figures are an indication of the growth of the quality homefurnishing 
market over the past twenty-six years. This growth has paralleled and is the 
result of the expanding influence and growth of the professional- -the interior 
designer. 

Although the total membership of the A.1I.D. is not large when compared to the 
total practitioners in the field, its influence has made the profession what it is 
today. Its work in the field of education has been outstanding. It has worked 
diligently with the trades in raising the standard of ethics. 

The net result to both the professional in the field and to the trades serving 
the field has been an accelerated acceptance of the profession in general by the 
American public to the extent that approximately 4,000,000 people in America 
are now using the services of the interior designers. 

The American Institute of Decorators going into its 28th year should be 
aware of the part that it has played in the cultural growth of America. It should 
be conscious of its economic impact on the homefurnishing industry. It should 
also be aware that the future will require more highly trained professionals with 
perhaps a keener dedication to and awareness of their obligation to the American 


public and to the trades who make their services possible.

The American Institute of Decorators’ Annual Confer- 
ence for 1939 held in San Francisco brought much ac- 
claim to the organization. The editor’s page of INTERIOR 
Desicn Magazine at that time observed that the interior 
designer should be recognized as an important contribut- 
ing factor to American industry (the same publication 
was promoting the idea of changing “decorator” to “in- 
terior designer” some 19 years ago). The formation of 
the A.I.D. Resources Council, which has been the work of 
H. Clifford Burroughes and William Pahlmann, crystalizes 
these early efforts as did former president William Kim- 
bel’s brilliant radio program “Salute to Industry” made 
in cooperation with the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce. Through research and development of industry, 
living in America today has reached an all time high in 
the world. More progress has been made in the past fifty 
years than in any preceding century, and we are now 
on the threshhold of a complete new cycle. Our Resources 
Council is constantly on the alert to bring these new de- 
velopments to the attention of all A.I.D. members. Our 
great challenge is to keep pace aesthetically. The services 
of the interior designer are becoming more of a test to his 
inventive genius, good judgment and taste. There will be 
a reactionary trend from the cold scientific look of the 
last 20 years, and the interior designer will be called upon 
to create a friendlier, warmer background to counterbal- 
ance the new scientific attitudes which have taken over the 
thinking of the American people. It is up to the A.I.D. 
and the Resources Council to bring together the best 
thinking of our country and to develop and promote new 
approaches for better living.

Another Step Forward

Many signs of the times point to a disorganization of 
public taste, leading to bewilderment as to what is good or 
bad in interior design; and it becomes daily more neces- 
sary to find some resting place on the true principles of 
our calling. 

It has been said by philosophers and historians that 
advantage is to be obtained from an occasional pause in 
the restless advance of our day and age, and taking a 
retrospective glance toward the starting-point of our 
progress. And this, in very truth, applies to the present 
position of the Institute. 

The gulf between past and present appears to get wider 
and deeper with alarming speed; we are numbed and 
seemingly too preoccupied with the mechanics of the or- 
ganization to make time for giving serious attention to 
directing trends. There seems to be a craze for change, an 
itch for speed, a nervous restlessness, and a dulled sensi- 
tivity to the finer things of the spirit. The patron saint of 
Art seems to be no longer St. Luke, but St. Vitus. We are 
no longer able to “stand and stare”—all around us is con- 
fusion of spirit, a tragic disregard of grace and truth, 
making us all an easy prey for the charlatan and the 
stuntist. This, surely, should not be the approach to a 
National Conference. 

Fortunately for us here in Britain we have succeeded 
to a rich heritage, and we have reason to be grateful to 
our predecessors. But the natural law seems to have 


held good in this case, as in most others—namely, that 


progress has accelerated by the mere fact of its own 
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existence, and here is the danger. We need to “make 
haste slowly.” 

Where, then, shall the interior designer get his prin- 
ciples? That is the question. I believe more firmly than 
ever that the principles of our art require the most subtle 
mental analysis for their determination, and are only to be 
enunciated by patient and deep study. The future prog- 
ress of interior designing and decorating may be best as- 
sured by engrafting on our experience of the past the 
knowledge we may obtain by a return to basic principles 
—architectural principles! and leave to the novice the 
gay, the fantastic and the ostentatious, remembering that 
genius itself pierces directly to the simple and fine. 

My great regret is that duties here prevent my sitting 
in at the various sessions arranged for this Conference at 
Boston. There are few professions where the anxieties 
and hard work inseparable from all the real business of 
life are lightened by so many occupations of a kind in 
which it is a pleasure to engage, and none, so far as I 
know, where the advantages of employment are so fully 
enjoyed. I shail be with you all in thought as you fore- 
gather and make another milestone in the Institute’s 
progress.

BOSTON 


Background of the Conference 


The city of Boston, like the state of California—as 
has been observed—is a state of mind, with New Eng- 
land traits magnified and perhaps exaggerated. For 
this reason Boston and its residents have been something 
of an enigma to other sections of the United States, as well 
as to most New Englanders themselves. The city’s heri- 
tage is a proud one—before and after the Civil War, 
Boston was the literary center of the country—and the 
ways of life here have tended to be more intensive than 
expansive, making the people erudite and inventive, 
unique, different. 

Whatever one may think of this old and insular place 
and of what its proud citizenry perpetuate, it should be 
evident after three centuries that in interior design much 
has been accomplished to make other sections look to it 
with envy. Where else in the United States—except per- 
haps in Charleston, S. C., and even there examples are 
fewer—can one find such a rich heritage of Colonial 
and Early American architecture and interior design? 
Here the New England regional style was brought to 
full flower. And if a certain timidity is evident in con- 
temporary expressions of interior design, Boston has 
its Maparium, Kresge Auditorium on the M.I.T. campus, 
as well as superb Museum of Fine Arts and fine Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Collection. 

Indeed much of Boston is very old, and much of it is 
very new, and the juxtaposition of the two is delightful. 
Side by side with stately old Federal houses, and border- 
ing the streets made famous in song and story, are mod- 
ern shops, schools and public buildings. An examination 
of the accompanying photographs of examples of work 
by members of the American Institute of Decorators 
will reveal much of worth in design with little dross. 

Boston with its harbor almost landlocked, yet only six 
and one-half miles from the open sea, is the capital city 
of the state of Massachusetts. It is situated at the head 
of Massachusetts Bay, and no other city has undergone 
greater changes since the Revolutionary War. 

Ancient landmarks still cherished in Boston include 


public buildings, residences, old graveyards and the 


Boston Common, containing various monuments, Frog 


Pond and a parade ground. Christ Church on Copp’s 
Hill dates from 1723 and is the oldest church in the city. 
It was from its tower that lanterns (“one if by land, two 
if by sea”) were hung to warn Paul Revere in 1775 of 
the route of the British to Concord. The Old South 
Meetinghouse (1730), while still a church, was used for 
town meetings and patriotic purposes. The Old State 
House (1748) was the seat of the provincial government, 
and it was here the Declaration of Independence was 
read to the people from the balcony, and the Boston

massacre occurred almost beneath its windows. Faneuil 
Hall and Market (1762), the public forum of Boston, is 
called the Cradle of American Liberty. The dominating 
building of Boston is the State Capitol (1795), occupy- 
ing the present summit of Beacon Hill, which was de- 
signed by Charles Bulfinch. 

Boston’s school system is the oldest in the United 
States, the present Boston Public Latin School, estab- 
lished in 1635, being the first public school in America. 
The Boston Public Library, in the Italian Renaissance 
style of architecture, is one of the famous libraries in the 
world, and contains three series of mural paintings by 
Sargent, de Chavannes, and Abbey. The Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts is one of the chief art museums of the 
United States, and contains several notable collections of 
special interest to designers of interiors. The Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Museum, or Fenway Court, formerly 
the residence of Mrs. Gardner and built in imitation of an 
Italian palace, contains many art treasures, is less formal 
than most art museums, and has the appearance of being 
inhabited. 

Symphony Hall is the home of the Boston Symphony 
orchestra, and there are three choral societies in Boston, 
as well as various other vocal and instrumental organi- 
zations, including the Boston Pops Orchestra. The city 
also supports four important commercial theaters and two 
others, the Copley and the Repertory, housing other legiti- 
mate productions of a varied nature. 

The city of Boston revives the past most vividly be- 
cause man and nature have respected it, and its appear- 
ance—due to the many Colonial buildings still standing 
—is but little marred by cheapening inroads of com- 
merce. Enough of its Colonial architecture still re- 
mains to show us the tastes of the age that created it and 
of the people who lived in it. Nowhere else is it so easy 
to conjure up the past, and it needs little effort of the 
imagination for those who wander along its streets to 
bring back the Colonials to the shady walks of Beacon 
Hill, to see their children at play and dignified old gentle- 
men walking sedately about with ladies in stiff satins. 


Boston is the epilogue of the splendid chronicle of the 


Founding Fathers and the prologue to the great drama 
of the American Revolution. Here we may still study 
the movement of an Old World in dissolution and see the 
birth-throes of a new Republic. 
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Superb carved mantel in Georgian style, in Lee 
Mansion, Marblehead (built in 1768), flanked by 
scenic panels, feature of house, made to measure in 
England and brought back on Captain Lee’s own 
ships. Another scenic panel is shown above grouping 
of Hepplewhite chairs and table in view of room 
below. Lee Mansion has been restored largely through 
the generosity of Mrs. Francis Crowninshield, Honor- 
ary Member A1.D. Photographs by Samuel Chamber- 
lain, Honorary Member A.1.D. 


“Old Ironsides,” in Charlestown Navy Yard, the frigate 
which has been restored to its exact condition as when 
it fought the British so nobly in the War of 1812. 











“Marble Chamber” in Royall House, as re- 
stored by Arthur L. Finney, A.I.D., derives 
its name from pilasters of marbleized wood 
flanking arched window reveals; Scalaman- 
dré crimson silk damask appears throughout 
room, complementing Cowtan & Tout wall- 
paper similar in design to painted leather 
from China originally covering walls; wood- 
work is painted antique green.

Toucher and John B. Wisner. The total area of 2,000 

square feet is efficiently utilized and provides seating 

space for approximately sixty people.

larger conferences; and several meetings can be held at 
the same time by closing off a smaller conference room 
from the main area by means of sliding doors.

Ancient Rome and Hawaii may seem worlds apart, yet the 
architectural and design influences of these far-flung cul- 
tures are apparent in the two American houses featured 
on these pages. Both houses are designed around indoor 
swimming pools and patios which can be entered from 
other rooms in the house. Although no longer used for 
lavatory purposes, the pool areas have much in common 
with the elaborate tiled baths of a Roman patrician resi- 
dence, while from Hawaii comes the idea of the enclosed 
porch, or lanai, a common feature of Hawaiian architec- 
ture. The first house shown here is in Spokane, Wash- 
ington, and was designed by Don MacGillivary who 
worked in collaboration with interior designer Dawn 
Bockmier. Its focal point: an angular swimming pool 
set in a 2,000 square foot, glass-enclosed patio which, in 
the layout of the house, is an actual extension of the living 
room, dining room, master bedroom, kitchen and library, 


for all these rooms have glass walls with doors leading to

the pool area. Being completely enclosed, the room 
can be used year round for outdoor activities, and in 
addition to the pool, there is a built-in fireplace pit, lounge 
and seating areas for entertaining and dining. To take 
advantage of both winter and summer sun there is full 
exposure from southeast to southwest, and the structural 
beamed ceiling has four series of skylights set in a Shoji 
grill pattern which can be opened in the summer months. 
An engaging tropical garden atmosphere pervades the 
room with planters of bamboo and magnolia trees, orchids 
and other exotic plants. In the selection of the furnish- 
ings and colors, understatement is the keynote with em- 
phasis directed toward the striking architecture. The 
blue-green of the water becomes the major accent color 
throughout the house and is used widely but subtly. All 
background tones are neutral ranging from white to a 
deep putty beige, and furniture was selected for its clean, 


contemporary lines, scaled for today’s interior.

CORAL CABLES, FLORIDA 


Although similar in many ways to the Hawaiian-inspired 
lanai which precedes, the indoor patio-swimming pool 
room shown here from a house in Florida offers a differ- 
ent interior treatment and features the first use of a new 
mosaic-plastic glass. The interior designer was J. D. Van 
Atten of Coral Gables; the architect, Robert Fitch Smith. 
A special golden tone terrazzo floor surrounds the pool 
and is used throughout the house with the exception of 
the kitchen; all window frames are gold anodized 
aluminum matching the frames of the furniture; and 
large sliding doors enclosing the adjoining master bed- 
room are of translucent mosaic-plastic glass, a new prod- 
uct developed under the direction of Mr. Van Atten. 
A structural as well as a highly decorative material, this 
new handcrafted product is a combination of rigid plastic 
and granulated stained glass sandwiched together te 
form tiles, plaques or panels. When light penetrates it, 
the effect is of brilliant stained glass, and the material 
can be used for a wide variety of esthetic and practical 
purposes. The same material, but with different design 
motifs, is used for seven pivot windows forming the front 
wall of a guest room. In designing the pool area, 
facilities for entertaining and family activities were taken 
into consideration: for games, there is an aluminum card 
table with chairs upholstered in lemon yellow vinyl; 
a ten-foot long barbecue table with plastic mosaic top in 
golden tones is used with black lacquer benches, and 


there are lounge chairs for relaxing and sunning.

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To show the ways in which paintings can enrich an 
interior, the Southern California District Chapter of the 
American Institute of Decorators, in cooperation with 
the National Council of Jewish Women, presented their 
second exhibit of “Living With Famous Paintings” at 
the Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles. The exhibit was 
open to the public from March 24th to March 30th with 
an admission charge of $1.00 per person. In designing 
the settings, Chapter members selected one or more 
paintings, most of which were loaned by private indi- 
viduals, and pointed up the fact that good art can be 
used with great effect in any style of interior. Abstract 
and impressionistic paintings were coordinated with 
elaborate Venetian or other traditional furniture, and in 
several vignettes 18th and 19th century masterpieces were 
integrated with contemporary decoration. Working with 
Chapter president Adele Faulkner in planning the ex- 
hibit were Zita Zech as Coordinating Chairman and 
Robert Bertholf as Exhibit Chairman.

Teamed for the Designer 


Few persons are aware that located on City Island— 
with its yachting basin and picturesque views of New 
York’s skyline—there is a workshop and factory-studio 
for the interior designer which is completely equipped 
for supplying fine cabinetwork of all kinds, as well as 
facilities for producing beautiful and colorful murals 
of recognized high artistic quality. The name of this 
workshop is Margarethe Studio, located at 213 Fordham

Three years ago the small factory-studio was doubled 
in size and completely equipped to accommodate dec- 
orators’ demands for specially designed woodwork, cab- 
inets and furniture, resulting in a modern, progressive 
shop for the decorator and supplying every type of 
service needed in the complete designing of a fine interior 
of any type, including the special finishing and refinish- 
ing of furniture and woodwork, To this end Mr. Clemp- 
ner devotes careful workmanship and attention to details. 

In addition to the actual production of furniture, cab- 
inetwork and woodwork for rooms, as well as murals 
for the wall decoration, Margarethe Studio is prepared 
to produce for the decorator scale drawings and layouts 
in color showing proposed furniture and murals for 
entire rooms in place, and at no extra charge above the 


price for the actual installation.

The Scalamandré Museum of Textiles, 57 East 57th 
Street, New York, has selected for its exhibition, continu- 
ing through June, a comprehensive sequence of French, 
English and American toiles. Many are the original 18th 
and early 19th century prints, others are reproductions. 
The portion of the exhibit consisting of English chintzes 
begins with those printed from woodblocks dating from 
the William and Mary-Queen Anne periods at the be- 
ginning of the 18th century.
